SOUTHEND will be celebrating its third annual 
film festival later this month. 

The main festival, which is organised by The 
White Bus on behalf of Southend Council, runs 
from Thursday, April 28, to Monday, May 2.

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Life is a rollercoaster for family of crows 

A FAMILY of crows is being taken 
for a ride at a Southend amusement 
park. 

The birds have happily taken up 
residence on top of the Rage roller¬ 
coaster at Adventure Island, on 
Southend seafront, 

With a 75ft drop, loops, twists and 
a 360 degree barrel roll, the ride was 
voted the most thrilling rollercoaster 
in the UK by BBCl’s Blue Peter - 
however, now this feathered family 
have declared it the best plaee to live. 

Adventure Island general manager, 

Robert Roberts, said: “We noticed 
the birds building the nest and mov¬ 
ing in a couple of days ago. 

“We see them flying back and forth 
all day. 

“The park is open daily at the 
moment, so Rage is running from 
11am until early evening, but it does 
not seem to deter the erows at all. 

“They must be rollercoaster fans - 
when the ears go by they keep saying 
‘Corr’.” 

Mr Roberts confirmed that park 
staff will be leaving the nest where it 
is after engineers examined both the 
rollercoaster and the nest carefully, 
and deelared it perfeetly safe for 
both humans and birds.

A TEENAGE girl has been sexually 
assaulted on Southend seafront. 

Poliee are appealing for information 
after the assault on Friday, April 8. 

Officers received a eall at 11.30pm 
from a young teenage girl who report¬ 
ed that she had been sexually assault¬ 
ed in an area on Marine Parade, 
behind Adventure Island, at about 
10.30pm. 


Officers are keen to speak to a group 
of teenage boys, ineluding two 
described as being between 16 and 17. 

The first boy is deseribed as white, 
of average height and build, with black 
hair. He was wearing beige shorts, a 
blue polo shirt and white Vans trainers. 

The seeond boy had blonde or brown 
hair, was of a large build and was 
wearing a pink polo shirt. 

Detective Inspeetor Colin Norton, 
from the serious erime team at 


Southend, said: “The two boys were 
with a group of around 20 other young 
people, who we think started out on 
the areade side of the road, but then 
crossed over to the beach. 

“I am extremely keen to hear from 
anyone who may be able to help us 
with our investigation. 

“The girl spoke to several people 
before and after the assault took place, 
and Em confident that those people 
will be able to help us.” 


The girl, who was with a similar 
aged friend, was in the area from 
7.45pm onwards. One was wearing a 
light-eoloured denim top, and the 
other a black top. 

Both girls were wearing leggings.

Old chapel given 
new lease of life

DOZENS of schoolchildren were 
on hand to mark the restoration of a 
derelict chapel, which came within 
a whisker of being consigned to the 
annals of history. 

Council officials were disappoint¬ 
ed in 2008 when their bid for BIG 
Lottery funding to rebuild the for¬ 
mer Prittlewell Chapel in North 
Road, Southend, was rejected. 

And the fate of the historic chapel 
looked to be sealed when what 
remained of the ramshackle build¬ 
ing was almost totally gutted in a 
fire attack by vandals in November 
2009. 

Southend 
Council 
appointed a 
firm of con¬ 
tractors to 
oversee the ^ 
demolition of I 
the building, 
which would L 
have sounded 
the chapel’s 
death knell. 

In despera¬ 
tion, they went back to the BIG 
Lottery to see if there was the 
slightest hope of any funding that 
could save the chapel - and their 
persistence paid off 

The council learned that one of

the other pro¬ 
jects that beat 
them to the 
original fund¬ 
ing was no 
longer going 
ahead. 

BIG Lottery 
officials had 
been scouring their reserve list of 
worthy projects, trying to work out 
which project should benefit. 

Southend Council reapplied at 
just the right time - and now the 
chapel’s future is secure. 



Eighteen months on from the fire, 
the building has been lovingly 
restored using as many of the origi¬ 
nal materials as possible. 

It has now been handed over to 
Southend Association for Voluntary 
Services, which will oversee its use 
as two small office units for hire by 
local voluntary organisations.

I LIKE to think of myself as a pretty 
decent and courteous driver. 

I let people out of side turnings, I slow 
down to let people change lanes in 
front of me and sometimes I wave 
through an oncoming car when I have 
right of way. 

And when I get cut up or beeped to 
get out of the way when I’m only doing 
50mph in a 50mph zone, I don’t throw 
my toys out the pram. 

But what has been getting increasing¬ 
ly on my goat is people’s seeming igno¬ 
rance of the rules of using roundabouts. 

It’s not even the giving way to the 
right, it’s generally those alongside me 
when on the move. They seem to 
ignore the road markings and cut 
across in front of me when I’m on the 
inside or drift far too wide when I’m on 
the outside. 

There also seems to be a complete 
disregard for the approach lanes. If you 
want to turn right and there are three 
lanes, get in the right-hand lane not the 
left. 

Similarly, if you want to go straight on, 
don’t get into the right-turn only lane. 

What makes this worse is that a lot of 
motorists seem unable to use their indi¬ 
cators when traversing a roundabout. 

If you make a genuine mistake and 
get in the wrong lane on the approach, 
use your indicators and show a little 
patience. 

The worst of all offenders though are 
the ones who ignore all these rules. 
They approach the roundabout - usually 
at speed - hopping across the lanes 
without indicating and then drive as 
direct as possible despite it being called 
a ROUNDabout, cutting up at will. 

These are the types of people who 
get me hooting my horn.

Sandra’s search 
for iconic photo

A HULLBRIDGE woman is 
searching for an iconic photo 
of her brother. 

Sandra Barrett, 68, wants to 
trace the original picture of 
her brother Raymond Kelly on 
his Vespa. 

The image has become the 
defining symbol of the Mod 
movement, despite Raymond’s 
early death at the age of 17 in 
1965. 

The picture has appeared in 
books and magazines, on 
mugs, purses, handbags, 
clocks and even on television. 

Even Sting’s famous 
‘Aceface’ character in the film 
Quadrophenia is strikingly 
similar to Raymond. 

Mrs Barrett said: “It’s nice 
that my brother is remem¬ 
bered. But it would be great to 


find out where the photo was 
taken, and why it appears 
almost every time a newspa¬ 
per or magazine needs a photo 
to illustrate Mods.” 

Recently, the photo was 
prominently displayed in a TV 
advertisement for Liverpool 
Victoria insurance, fronted by 
Cilia Black. 

Mrs Barrett, who runs 
Prestige Dry Cleaners, in The 
Approach, Rayleigh, said: “I 
made contact with the insur¬ 
ance company and asked who 
was in charge of their adver¬ 
tisements, but I had little joy.” 

Dean Kelly, Raymond’s 
nephew, saw the photo in a 
Leigh shop window in 2004. 

Initially, he thought it was 
his father, but discovered it 
was his father’s late twin. 

The image also appears in 
the current catalogues for Ben 


Sherman and Lee Cooper. 

It is believed the image first 
appeared on the front of the 
weekly music magazine. New 
Musical Express, in 1979 as 
part of a feature on a Mod 
revival. 

Sandra, who lived in 
Hainault Avenue, Westcliff, 
with her brothers in the 1960s, 
said: “I only discovered that 
when a book called Mods had 
a reproduction of the front 
cover.”

A warning 
on road 
dangers

First, Earls Hall Parade 
where drivers are cutting 
through in front of the shops 
to save waiting at the Cuckoo 
Comer traffic lights. 

Secondly, the slip road at the 
bottom of Colemans Avenue - 
leading to the animal hospital 
- where motorists are using the 
vets’ run-in to access Prince 
Avenue. 

I have seen vehicles speed¬ 
ing through both these areas 
while I was checking the num¬ 
ber of cars using residential 
roads as rat runs. 

It would seem that the £5m 
scheme intended to solve con¬ 
gestion problems has caused 
danger to pedestrians.

Working Party for the rein¬ 
statement of the scheme for 
the protection of the entrance 
to Earls Hall School.

Up, up and away

I ’VE just arrived at the Bandipur 
Mountain Resort in the Himalayan 
foothills. There’s total darkness 
and I’m totally unaware of my sur¬ 
roundings. 

When my alarm goes off at 5am, I 
race to the balcony and look down 
onto a thick mattress of cloud - so 
close, I feel I could leap onto it and 
bounce back up again. 

In the distance, the Himalayan 
peaks jut through, snow-capped 
and dazzling. And eventually the 
cloud thins, revealing miles of tum¬ 
bling valleys, all lush 
and green. 

We’ve had lucky 
timing from the 
moment we arrived 
in Nepal. After 
checking in at 
Kathmandu’s Royal 
Singi Hotel, we 
headed straight for 
the streets, where it 
seemed the entire 
city had gathered. 

Everybody was headed for Durbar 
Square, where hundreds had 
already claimed seats on the tem¬ 
ple steps, forming row upon row of 
vivid pink, turquoise and red. 

At the climax of the Hindu Indra 
Jatra festival, we glimpse the living 
goddess. She is five years old, her 
gilded adornments almost bigger 
than she is - and for a few split 
seconds she is held up, kohl- 
rimmed eyes flashing towards her 
adoring fans, before being whisked

away again.

agree that 
tackling Everest would be foolish 
without months of preparation. 

Hundreds of people attempt it 
each year - and some perish along 
the way - but you don’t have to be 
a serious mountaineer to enjoy a 
trek, and there’s an easier way, too: 
get up at the crack of dawn and 
catch a rickety little plane, which 
gives you a guided tour of the 
peaks from the sky. 

Our two-day trek in the 
Annapurna region opens with a 
stroll through Bandipur village 


before we head towards Nayapal. 

Three guides escort us, one of 
whom, Kaji, is a Sherpa who’s con¬ 
quered Everest three times. 

He probably runs up routes like 
this in his sleep - backwards - yet 
resists any urge to snigger at panti¬ 
ng city slickers. 

It’s tough, but the hard work is 
well worth it - by the time our trek is 
over, the peaks of Annapurna One 
and Fishtail are right there. 

The final leg of our tour sees us 
hit the roads again, heading south 
to Chitwan National Park, where we 
spot rhinos, crocodiles and ele¬ 
phants. 

There’s a long drive back to 
Kathmandu to catch the flight home 
and already I am sad to be leaving, 
but I know I’ll be back...

Q. As an estate agent, do you believe It is 
worth installing solar panels? 

A. If you’re asking about value for money, then 
the short answer is “almost certainly not” - 
particularly if you are planning to move any time 
soon. 



ALAN KIRKMAN is Director of Essex TEAM - 
part of the UK’s largest branded network of 
independent estate agents, with 50 computer- 
linked offices across the county and 500 more 
nationwide.

If that sounds a bit blunt, let me explain. Of course, it can be argued that anything 
which helps cut fuel bills will enhance the saleability of a home, and all other 
things being equal that may well be true. However, as with any other expensive 
home improvement - and an electricity-generating photovoltaic (pv) system can 
easily set you back a 5-figure sum - you will never fully recoup the cost when you 
sell. 


But what if you are planning to stay put for a while? On solar water-heating, 
opinion is pretty evenly split between those who swear by it, and claim that their 
systems will pay for themselves within as little as 4 or 5 years, and those who 
claim the opposite. Back in 2008, for example, the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors published an energy efficiency report which maintained that it could 
take anything up to 100 years to recoup the initial outlay - with systems which 
only have a useful lifespan of 30 years in the first place! Although this report 
caused a great deal of controversy, I think it’s only fair to say that the jury is 
therefore still out as far as the economics of solar water heating is concerned. 
When it comes to pv systems, the economic case is weaker still. Indeed, arguably 
the only thing keeping the industry going is the artificially inflated price which your 
local electricity company is currently obliged to pay you for any daytime surplus 
electricity you manage to generate (and which everyone else pays for through 
higher utility bills!). I say “currently” because, not surprisingly, the Government is 
now reconsidering this subsidy. 

Of course, some people believe that doing your bit to save the planet is far more 
important than value for money. If you’re one of them, and if you can afford it, then 
by all means install solar panels. At the very least, they’ll make you feel good. 


If, on the other hand, your main concern is to find ways to reduce your energy 
costs, then I suggest you invest in decent loft insulation instead!

Earlier this year the combination boiler in our rented house 
stopped working, so we had no hot water or oentral 
heating. The only heating in the house was the electric fire 
in the front room. \Ne rang our landlord and he said it had 
happened before and said we needed to top up the water 
pressure in the boil via small tap on the boiler. \Ne could not 
find this tap anywhere and called him back He then said he 
was not prepared to pay a plumber to come out for such a 
small task and said he would come over the following day. 
Five days later he turned up saying he had got something in 
his eye and had to go to hospital and could not drive. 
Meanwhile we had had no heating and no hot water for 
almost a week during one of the coldest parts of the year. 
Can I refuse to pay rent for those five days or reduce my 
rent, or even end my contract early? 

Think Property Reply 




It is the landlord’s responsibility to ensure that the boiler is 
working correctly for the provision of hot water and heating - 
under the statute of section 11 of the Landlord & Tenant Act 
1985, The landlord is expected to attend to the problem 
within a reasonable amount of time, once he is notified of 
the problem. 

In this case, it appears that the boiler cut out due to a drop 
in water pressure. The landlord should have attended to the 
problem by showing you how to bring the water pressure 
up to the required level, and then you would have then 
known how to rectity the problem in the future. 

If the boiler keeps cutting out, there may be a fault and that 
will require the landlord to repair the problem under section 
11, If the landlord does not attend to the repair for which he 
is liable under section 11, then the tenant’s best option is to 
contact the local authority housing standards team or the 
environmental health team. They can inspect the property 
and contact the landlord about the repair. 

The landlord has now resolved this problem but you were 
without water and heating for five days. You could try and 
negotiate with the landlord about paying a lower rent for that 
period but I would not advise you to stop paying rent for 
that period as it would lead to rent arrears. 

If you are in a fixed term of the tenancy, and you leave early 
without the agreement of the landlord, you could be 
pursued, though court action, for any rent outstanding up 
until the end of the fixed term.

BMW makes bid for three-dom

T he positioning of the X3, 
sandwiched between the XI 
and the X5 in BMW’s 4x4 
line-up, presents it with a particular 
set of problems. 

If it gets too big or flashy, it risks 
tap dancing on the toes of the 
larger X5. Make it too affordable 
though and the point of the com¬ 
pact XI is called into question. 

The kind of balancing act that 
the X3 has to pull off is nothing 
new - manufacturers are constant¬ 
ly struggling to achieve the perfect 
equilibrium in their model ranges. 

The latest X3 is larger, plusher 
and no more expensive, which 
sounds great. Excellent engines 
and strong efficiency also count in 
its favour, along with a generous 
equipment list. 

A solid product in its own right, 
the question is whether it will have 
the space to shine in BMW’s tight¬ 
ly packed 4x4 range. 

The X3 is probably best 
described as a premium compact 
4x4. That is a compact 4x4 sized 
vehicle with a premium badge and 
a price tag to match. It’s not a car 
with a huge number of direct rivals 
because although there are 
numerous compact 4x4 models 
out there these days, only a hand¬ 
ful can match the badge equity of 
that BMW roundel. 

Despite occupying a niche that’s 
relatively sparsely populated, the 
X3 has had a chequered history. 

The original car was regularly 
accused of deliberately dumbing 


down so as not to effect sales of 
the X5 luxury 4x4. Some disliked 
the looks, others felt the interior 
was too dowdy but it still proved 
far from unsuccessful. 

The arrival of the XI - an even 
smaller BMW 4x4 - made the task 
facing this second generation X3 
even more difficult, but BMW is 
banking on an increase in size, 
efficiency and quality helping it find 
its place in the world. 

Unlike the vast X5 which relies 
on six and eight cylinder engines, 
the X3 is also available with some 
of BMW’s best four-pot units. The 
big seller is virtually certain to be 
the xDrive20d model with a 
ISIbhp version of BMW’s 2.0-litre 
diesel installed. 

There are lots of diesel engines 
out there with this kind of capacity 
but this has to be the best with 
380Nm of torque helping the sub¬ 
stantial X3 through 62mph in 8.5s. 

You can also talk to your dealer 
about an xDrive23d variant which 
uses a similar engine but with twin 
turbochargers helping it to 
201 bhp. There are no petrol 
options. 

All X3 models in the UK are four- 
wheel-drive but there is a choice 
of gearboxes. Both the six-speed 
manual that comes as standard 
and the eight-speed automatic 
come with an automatic start-stop 
function as standard to save fuel. 

The independent suspension has 
been redesigned for these second 
generation cars and BMW’s Drive 
Dynamic Control system is avail¬ 
able as an option. 


The DDC previously seen on a 
number of BMW’s other products 
allows drivers to switch between 
Normal, Sport and Sport-i- modes 
to alter the set-up of the vehicle. 
Adaptive dampers adjust the ride 
and body control, throttle 
response and steering weight are 
altered, automatic gearshifts are 
varied in speed and the DSC sta¬ 
bility control system is tweaked, 
transforming the drive. 

To fit more neatly into the gap 
between the XI and the X5, the 
X3 has grown in its latest guise. 

Not by too muc,h but there is 
78mm of extra length taking the 
total up to 4,648mm and 14mm of 
extra height extending the roof up 
to 1,675mm above the ground. 

The wheelbase is also increased 
by 15mm and owners will feel the 
benefit in the shape of a 550-litre 
boot that’s 70 litres larger than in 
the old car. 

BMW also claims significantly 
enhanced leg and elbow room 
across a three-seater rear bench 
which splits 60:40 and can fold 
down when not in use to increase 
the luggage capacity to 1,6001. 

Design wise, the X3 doesn’t do 
anything too dramatic. It’s more of 
an amalgamation of features from 
the XI, X5 and the previous X3 but 
there’s nothing wrong with that. 

Naturally, the kidney grille takes 
pride of place on the nose but 
there might be a hint of Audi about 
those rectangular headlamps with 
pointy corners (don’t mention this 
to your BMW dealer). 

The interior quality has been 


increased with more upmarket trim 
choices and the latest switchgear 
as seen previously on the 3 Series. 

Pricing looks pretty competitive 
but remember this is a ‘premium’ 
compact 4x4, not your main¬ 
stream Toyota RAV4, Nissan X- 
Trail, Honda CR-V fare. 

All X3 models trundle off the pro¬ 
duction line with leather upholstery, 
two-zone climate control and a 
colour screen display with the 
iDrive menu-driven control system. 

Pay a little extra and desirable 
options like a powered tailgate, a 
heads-up display, a reversing cam¬ 
era and a _ 

panoramic sun 


roof are available. 

The difficult middle child in 
BMW’s 4x4 range, the X3 is now 
looking to break free from the 
shadow of its siblings in second 
generation guise. 

The recipe wasn’t changed too 
dramatically but an increase in size 
and practicality is welcome, espe¬ 
cially in conjunction with efficiency 
improvements and a more upmar¬ 
ket interior. 

The technology contained within 
the X3 helps the car stand out, 
even if you’ll need to explore the 
options list to get some of the 
more desirable fea¬ 
tures.

Hard shoulder tips 



H ard shoulders on 
busy roads continue 
to be one of the most 
dangerous places for 
motorists to break down. 

While current statistics 
indicate that the message is 
getting across and the num¬ 
ber of casualties at the 
roadside decreasing, more 
than 1,500 people are killed 
or injured each year on the 
hard shoulder. 

Many people continue to 
be unaware of the risks of 
being on the hard shoulder 
of a busy road or motorway, 
either in a car or on foot. 

This is a particular issue 
for the vehicle recovery 
organisations, as Nigel 
Charlesworth from (Sreen 
Flag explains. 

“When people tell us they 
have broken down, we aim 
to them as quickly as possi¬ 
ble,” he says. 

“In fact, our priority is to 
get the passengers and 
vehicle off the hard shoulder 
and to a safe location. 

“Only when everyone is 
safe will we attempt any 
repair.” 

National road safety chari¬ 
ty chief executive, Mary 
Williams, adds: “Every death 
on the hard shoulder is one 
too many. 

“Anyone who breaks 
down on a hard shoulder is 
in a very vulnerable situation 
and it is vital that they follow 
essential advice to reduce 


the risk of them being hurt.” 

The Highway Code stipu¬ 
lates that you must not stop 
on the carriageway, hard 
shoulder, slip road, central 
reservation or verge except 
in an emergency, or when 
told to do so by the police, 
an emergency sign or by 
flashing red light. 

Common reasons for 
motorists stopping on haz¬ 
ardous positions include 
checking their map, using a 
mobile phone or visiting the 
toilet. Each of these actions 
could result in the police 
issuing a penalty. 

In January, Warwickshire 
Central Motorway Police 
fined Rachel Farthing from 
Leicestershire £30 after she 


stopped on the hard shoul¬ 
der to ask directions. 

If you do have to use the 
hard shoulder, here is some 
advice: 

■ Park as close to the left 
as possible and try to stop 
near an emergency phone if 
possible. 

■ Stop with your steering 
wheel turned to the left, 
away from passing traffic. 

■ Put on your hazard 
warning lights to ensure that 
other drivers see you. 

■ Do not remain inside the 
vehicle - instead get out by 
the passenger door and 
wait on a verge away from 
traffic. Stand behind barriers 
for added protection.

Where items are not suitable for 
reuse, they are recycled into 
industrial rags, or sent for 
flocking or felting. Recycling 
Champion and Leigh-on-Sea 
Town Councillor Pat Holden said: 

"I cannot believe the amount of 
care that goes into the sorting of 
the textiles, there are about 162 
categories and a lot of people 
involved in the process. It was a 
great trip.”

Items that can be recycled at the Household Waste Recycling Centres (HWRCs) or elsewhere: 

For guidance on using HWRCs visit www.southend.gov.uk/hwrc 


• Wood - take to the HWRC or put small items in black sacks 

• Ceramics - take to the HWRC 

• Waste electrical and electronic items such as TV phone, 
kettle and hairdryer - take to the HWRC 

• Toner cartridges - where possible refill these, otherwise 
take to a charity or specialist toner recycling organisation 

• Furniture - take to the HWRC 

• Batteries - take to the HWRC or local retailers displaying the 
‘Be Positive’ sign 

• Food waste - put in the food waste bin, or some can be 
home composted 


• Garden waste - home compost, put in the garden waste 
sacks or bin, or take to the HWRC 

• Stone, rubble, soil - take to the HWRC, limited to one car 
boot load (with seats up) per occasion 

• Cooking oil or engine oil - take both to the HWRC 

• Scrap metals (other than those listed overleaf) - take to the 
HWRC 

• Energy saving light bulbs and fluorescent tubes - take to the 
HWRC 

• Textiles - take to charity shops, put in the mini recycling 
banks or in the clear textile recycling sacks
